We  guarantee  all  bulbs  sent  out  to  be  of  large  size,  true  to  name  and  to  arrive  in  satisfactory  condition.  If 
our  bulbs  are  not  equal  or  superior  to  any  bulbs  you  have  purchased  they  may  be  returned  to  us  and  your  money 
will  be  gladly  refunded.  We  cannot,  however,  be  responsible  for  them  after  they  are  planted,  as  soil,  weather  and  other 
conditions  beyond  our  control  must  be  considered  in  producing  a  crop. 


HOW  TO  PLANT 

Tulips  should  be  planted  in  the  open  ground  as  early  in  the  fall  as  possible,  as  this  gives  them  time  to  make 
suitable  root  growth  before  freezing  weather.  They  can  be  planted  right  up  to  the  time  the  ground  freezes,  but  with 
late  plantings  it  is  necessary  that  a  very  heavy  application  of  mulch  be  placed  over  the  beds.  All  bulbs  should  be 
planted  to  the  depth  shown  in  the  diagram.  Set  the  bulbs  firmly,  taking  care  not  to  leave  an  air  space  at  the 
base  of  the  bulb  where  water  will  settle  and  cause  the  bulb  to  rot.  Choose  a  well  drained,  location.  If  you  do 
not  have  a  suitable  place  raise  the  bed  about  six  inches  for  good  drainage.  Bone  Meal  is  the  only  fertilizer  to 
use.  It  should  be  applied  at  the  rate  of  two  handfuls  to  the  square  yard.  Cover  the  bed  after  the  ground  freezes 
with  some  form  of  mulch.  This  is  not  to  keep  the  bulb  from  freezing  but  to  keep  the  ground  frozen  until  danger 
of  frost  is  over  in  the  spring.

Darwin  Tulips  are  distinctive  on  account  of  their  large, 
single  globular  flowers  and  strong,  upright  spikes.  They 
grow  to  a  height  of  24  to  30  inches  and  are  usually  in 
full  bloom  about  Decoration  Day. 


Breeder  Tulips 

This  fine,  old  May-flowering  type  of  Tulip  has  been 
neglected  for  many  years,  but  is  again  becoming  popular; 
in  fact.  Breeder  Tulips  have,  for  the  past  two  or  three 
years,  been  given  great  prominence  in  many  of  the  strictly 
up-to-date  gardens. 

They  are  very  similar  to  the  Darwins  in  their  tall 
growth,  and  have  even  larger  flowers.  They  bloom  about 
the  same  time,  but  have  an  entirely  different  range  of 
colors,  comprising  bronze,  terra-cotta,  orange  brown  and 
other  artistic  tones  altogether  wanting  in  the  Darwins.
